the King had ſent thither an hundred and fifty ſoldi- 
eri to ſecure the Town againſt the Symerons, which 
was likewiſe full of other People ; this was the rather 
believed as agreeing with the report of the Negroes 
taken formerly at the Iſle of Pines; Drake therefore 
ſent his Brother and John Oxenham to diſcorer tile 
Truth, who found the Men aboard, rf;c Pinnaces much 
frighted with the great Troops they ſaw running ahout 
with lighted Matehes, and Weapons crying, *Que gen- 
* te? que gente? Of what Nation are they > What 
Country men are they? Who not having been at the 
conflict at the Market-Houfe, but coming thither from 
the furtheft parts of the Town, (which was as large as 
Plymouth in England) came many times near them, 
de finding they were Engliſh,diſcharged their Guns at 
them and tan away. After this fell a terrible ſtorm of 
Rain, Thunder and Lightning with ſuch violence, 
as uſually happens in thoſe Countries, that before they 
could ſhelter themſelves under the Treaſure-Houſe 
ſome of their Bow Strings, Match and Powder were 
wet, and cauſed much diſturbance, which Drake per- 
ceiying, told them, That he had-brought them to 
© the mouth of the Treaſure of the World, which it 
© they did not now gain, none but themſelves were to 
© beblamed; After this the Storm having continued 
© near an hour, ceafing, to prevent the fears of his mey, 
and the preparations of the Enemy, he commanded 
his Brother with John Oxenham and their Company 
to break open the Treaſure- houle, and the re to ſol- 
low him to the Market- place till they had finiſhed the 
buſineſi they came about. As Drake ſtep forward, his 
Strength, Sight & Speech failed him, and he began to 
faint for want of Blood, which he then perceived 
had iſſued in great quantity from a wound in bis Leg 
in the firſt encounter, and which he hicherto had 3
